Besides the confession, Gillette had 
a word to say to the young m en of the 
world. This was done in a com m uni­ 
cation handed W arden B enham Sun­ 
day night, as follows: 
“ In the shadow 
of the valley of death it is my desire 
to do every th in g that will remove any 
I doubt as to my having found Jesus 
Christ, the personal Savior and unfail­ 
ing friend. 
My one regret, at this 
time, is th a t I have not given the pre­ 
em inence in my life while I had oppor­ 
tunity to work for him. 
If I could only 
say one thing th at would draw young 
men 
to him 
I would deem it the 
greatest privilege ever granted me. But 
all I can say now is, I know in whom 
I believed and as 
persuaded he is 
able to keep that which I com m itted 
unto him self against that day. 
“ If the young men of this country 
could only know the joy and pleasure 
of the C hristian life I know they would 
do all in th eir power to become e arn ­ 
est and active Christians, and strive 
to live as C hrist would have them live. 
T here is not one thing which I have 
left undone which will bar me from 
facing my God, knowing th at my sins 
are forgiven, for I have been free and 
frank in m y talk with my spiritual 
advisors and God knows w here I stand. 
“My task is done, the victory won. 
“Chester B. Gillette.” 
The crim e for which C hester Gillette 
1 forfeited his life was the m urder of his 
; sw eetheart, Grace Brown, near Big 
i Moose, in the Adlrondacks, July l l , 
! 1W6. 
They went boat riding on Big 
Moose lake. He returned alone, saying 
; the girl had leaped out of the boat and 
drowned. 
H er body was recovered, 
i He was tried at H erkim er and given 
the death penalty 
on 
circum stantial 
; evidence. 
A tennis racquet was held 
i to be the ^instrument with w hich she 
I was hit in the head and fell overboard. 
The court of appeals 
affirm ed 
the 
! Judgment Jan. 8 last. 
G illette’s m o th ­ 
er pleaded with Governor H ughes to 
com m ute the sentence, hut in vain. 
Gillette w as foreman in his uncle’s 
sh irt factory a t Cortland and Grace 
Brown, a fa rm e r’s daughter, an em­ 
ploye. 
H e won her heart and under 
promises of m arriage ruined her. She 
was in an interesting condition at the 
tim e of h er taking off. 
The girl had trusted G illette to make 
am ends for the wrong he bad done her 
by m aking her his wife, and her let­ 
ters, which were found in the young 
man’s room after his arrest at Eagle 
Bay, have been considered by many 
as classic in their sim plicity and their 
tender pleadings for the right that was 
her due. 
Although he did not pay 
her unusual attention, her com panions 
were not long in recognizing that she 
was som ew hat of a favorite with the 
young foreman. 
He began to call on 
her at the home of her married sister, 
who lived at Cortland, and soon won 
her trust and affection. The girl’s con­ 
fidence in G illette and his promise of 
marriage eventually led to her undoing 
and in the sum m er of 1906 she went 
home to 
prepare 
for 
her 
wedding 
which she felt could not long be post­ 
poned. 
It wag during her stay at her 
home in South Otselic that she wrote 
him the rem arkable series of letters 
which were found among Gillette’s ef­ 
f e c t after his arrest.
